arrested. 
Going before a magistrate 
a hearing was had and the Court al_ 
lowed the arrested party to depart 
on his own 
recognizance, as the 
Judge was not thoroughly posted on 
the law.

The 
Coroner re­ 
fuses to hold an inquest in the town 
where the death occurred but forcibly 
carries the deceased several miles 
away, summoning all the witnesses 
in the <case to leave their places of 
business and immediately appear be­ 
fore the Court of the High ^Execu­ 
tioner. 


In a case of this kind it is prob­ 
able that 
much stronger language 
should be used to fit it. 
The foreign 
undertaker may be a friend or not of 
the Coroner. 
He will certainly be 
placed in a position to earn
